At present school districts are 
required only to give pupils a 
chest x-ray once during their high 
school years 
In December. 
1961, however. 
State Health Secretary Charles L. 
Wilbat recommended that school 
districts adopt the tuberculin test 
as a substitute for the mandated 
chest x-ray 
Dr. Codei noted that since 1957. 
the State Health Department has 
given aboil' 250.000 tuberculin test 
in Pennsylvania—both to school 
children and adults. 
Of those tested, 1.6 per cent of 
the children under 20 years of age

"At least one-fourth of the adult
